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Detailed Action 

This office action is in response to the correspondence received on February 2, 2010. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 24-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Skantze (US PG Pub: 2003/0014327). 



1 . With regards to claims 24 and 34, Skantze teaches a method of enrolling 
networked resources via an enrollment system communicating with an 
enrollment administration system permitting enrollment based on enrollment 
rules stored in an enrollment database, the method comprising: receiving, by an 
enrollment administration system executing on a computing machine (registration 
device; see paragraph 21, Skantze), a request from an enrollment system to 
enroll a networked resource for a user, the request comprising at least an 
identification of the user (user identifier; see paragraph 15, Skantze) and an 
identification of the networked resource (computer network address; see 
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paragraph 15, Skantze); identifying, by the enrollment administration system, an 
enrollment rule stored in an enrollment database, the rule, identifying a group of 
users permitted to enroll the networked resource, the group comprising at least 
the user enrolling, by the enrollment administration system, the networked 
resource for the a user responsive to determining the user has permission to 
enroll and use the networked resource and granting the user access to the 
networked resource (Skantze teaches the registration server communicating with 
the database to set associations between the user and account computer. 
Associations are rules; see at least paragraphs 15, 21 and 51, Skantze). 



2. With regards to claims 25 and 35, Skantze teaches the method wherein the 
networked resource is a computer (plurality of computers; see paragraph 15, 
Skantze). 



3. With regards to claims 26 and 36, Skantze teaches the method wherein 

identifying an enrollment rule further comprises: defining a plurality of groups of 
users (see group of users; see paragraph 50, Skantze); defining a plurality of 
groups of networked resources (see plurality of computers; see paragraph 15, 
Skantze); and specifying a group of networked resources that a group of users is 
permitted to enroll (see plurality of second computers; see paragraph 15, 
Skantze). 
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4. With regards to claims 27 and 37, Skantze teaches the method wherein enrolling 
the networked resource is disallowed from a remote console (Skantze teaches 
authentication; see paragraph 51, Skantze). 

5. With regards to claims 28 and 38, Skantze teaches the method wherein enrolling 
the networked resource requires the user to enroll from a console physically 
attached to the networked resource (see paragraph 27, Skantze). 

6. With regards to claims 29 ad 39, Skantze teaches the method wherein granting 
access to the networked resource further comprises granting access to the 
desktop of the networked resource (see paragraphs 21 and 27, Skantze). 

7. With regards to claims 30 and 40, Skantze teaches the method wherein the 
enrollment administration system is a network application (see paragraphs 21 
and 27, Skantze). 

8. With regards to claims 31 and 41 , Skantze teaches the method further 
comprising determining, by a locator system, a location of the user (see 
paragraph 48, Skantze). 
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9. With regards to claims 32 and 42, Skantze teaches the method further 
comprising enrolling the networked resource based on the location of the user 
(see paragraph 48, Skantze). 

10. With regards to claims 33 and 43, Skantze teaches the method further 
comprising denying access to the networked resources upon determining the 
user had not previously successfully enrolled the networked resource via the 
enrollment administration system (Skantze teaches authentication; see 
paragraph 51, Skantze). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed February 2, 2010 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The following are the examiner's response to the applicant's two 
principle arguments. 

The first point of contention addressed by the applicant concerns the claim 
limitation of identifying a group of users permitted to enroll a resource. The applicant 
contends that the Skantze prior art fails to teach such a feature, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The claim language requires a group of users (i.e. plurality of 
users). Skantze teaches how users (i.e. plurality of users) are able to order services; 
see paragraph 15, Skantze. The several users (i.e. plurality of users) are able to 
access as each user is authenticated to permit access; see paragraph 24, Skantze. 
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The second point of contention addressed by the applicant concerns the claim 
limitation of enrolling a resource for a user responsive to determining the user has 
permission to use the resource. The applicant contends that Skantze fails to teach such 
a feature, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The registration server authenticates 
users via an authentication module within the registration server; see paragraph 51, 
Skantze. After authentication, the user gains access to the product.
